Broke his maiden first time out on Nov. 6, 2015 at Churchill Downs at 15-1 odds 

No. 15 on the Kentucky Derby Leaderboard with 44 points 


Owned by Harry T. Rosenblum, Robert V. LaPenta and Southern Springs Stables 


Born on Aug. 9, 1950 in Little Rock, AR 

His full name is Harry Truman Rosenblum, and he is named for Harry S Truman, the 33rd President 

Serves as the managing director of Crews and Associates, a major firm headquartered in Little Rock
